Rules and Regulations 


THE SCORING OF HUNTERS AND JUMPERS. 

A—Scoring Hunters 
Section 1—Faults 

(a) When a horse makes two faults at one obstacle only major fault 
will be counted, except in case of refusals, which will count in addition. 

(b) When an obstacle is composed of several elements in the same 
vertical plane, a fault at the top element is the only one penalized. 

(c) When an obstacle to be taken in one jump is composed of several 
elements riot in the same vertical plane (oxer, triple bar, etc.), faults at 
several elements are only penalized as one fault. 

(d) When an obstacle requires two or more jumps (in and out) the 
faults committed at each obstacle are considered separately. 

Section 2—Touches 

(a) In judging hunters light touches are not to be considered but may 
be scored according to below scale for reference in cases where elimination 
is difficult. In case of bad style over fences, whether touched or untouched, 
the judges shall affix a numerical penalty for faults, distinguished in some 
manner from jumping penalties. 

(b) Touch with any part of the horse’s body behind the stifle V 2 fault 
Touch with any part of the horse’s body in front of the stifle 1 fault 


Touch of obstacle, including standard and/or wing.no fault 

Section 3—Knock-downs 

An obstacle is considered knocked down when its height is lowered by 
the horse or rider. 

Knock-down with any part of horse’s body behind the stifle.3 faults 

Knock-down with any part of horse’s body in front of the stifle. . . . 4 faults 
Knock-down of obstacle by rider.4 faults 


Knocking down of wing by horse or rider will be scored as a run-out 
unless obstacle is cleared in the same jump, in which case no faults will be 
added for knocking wing down. In case a horse or rider causes any alter¬ 
ation of the height of the jump by touching a wing, it shall count as a 
knock-down of the obstacle by the horse or rider, with penalties as given 
above. 

If a jump falls as a result of a horse or rider contacting a wing or post 
it will be scored as a knock-down. 

Section 4 

Horse and/or rider falling while in competition.Debarred 

A horse is considered to have fallen when the shoulder and haunch 
on the same side touch the ground or the obstacle and the ground. 

Section 5—Disobediences 

First refusal, run-out or bolting on the course.3 faults 

Second cumulative refusal, run-out or bolting on the course.6 faults 

Third cumulative refusal, run-out or bolting on the course.Debarred 

In Maiden, Novice, Limit, Suitable to Become, Green, and all classes 
limiting the age of horses to four years old or under, the judges may extend 
horses to privilege of three refusals at each obstacle, at their discretion. 

Jumping an obstacle before it is re-set.Debarred 

Horse bolting from the ring mounted or riderless.Debarred 

Circling a horse once upon entering the ring is permissible, but 
between obstacles will count for each offence, except where 
necessary to retake the course after a refusal or run-out ... 1 fault 
Failure to keep to the proper course.Debarred 
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Where a Liverpool occurs in any course a horse stepping in between 
the 1st and 2nd elements with the hind limbs and then 

jumping the 2nd element.2 faults 

A horse stepping in between the 1st and 2nd elements with 

the front limbs and then jumping the 2nd element.3 faults 

A horse stepping in between the 1st and 2nd elements with either 

front or hind limbs and then refusing the 2nd element.1 refusal 

Section 6—Scoring of Teams, Pairs, Unicorns, Abreast or Tandem 

The two or three horses will be scored as one, i.e., major fault at 
obstacles only to be considered, except in case of refusals. 

In tandem or abreast ormation, refusal of one horse will be scored 
as one refusal, but two additional faults will be added for each horse out 
of original order. 

In tandem or abreast formation, refusal of one horse will be scored 
distance apart and in abreast formation faults for horses not keeping 
abreast, will be calculated at the rate of one-half fault for each one-half 
horse’s length and are cumulative at each obstacle, as well as at each end 
of the ring; or, i.e., on an outside course at each obstacle and between each 
. obstacle. 

B—Scoring Jumpers 
Section 1 

(a) All provisions of Rule 29-A apply except Section 2 (a). 

(b) Actual faults at each obstacle will be counted, no consideration 
will be paid to manners, speed or way of going either at or between 
obstacles, except in classes where time is a factor. 

(c) Slip fillets may be used on any or all obstacles in a given class at 
the discretion of the show management. If, when they are used, a horse 
displaces a slip fillet so that any part of it is supported by any surface 
other than that upon which it was originally placed, it shall be the deter¬ 
mining factor as to whether or not he has touched with hind or fore limbs 
and he shall be faulted accordingly. A slip fillet is never to be considered 
a part of the obstacle. 

(d) At the discretion of the show management, time may be considered 
in case of a jump-off. If time is taken, the start of the course shall be 
approximately twelve feet on the take-off side of the first obstacle and 
the finish of the course shall be approximately twenty-five feet beyond 
the last obstacle. 

(e) In the case of a tie, obstacles may be raised or broadened at the 
discretion of the judges and/or the show management, irrespective of 
height advertised. The settlement on all ties shall be left to the discretion 
of the show management. 

(f) In all jumping classes, the judges may immediately order a horse 
from the ring when it is apparent that the performance of the horse pro¬ 
hibits its being placed in ribbons. 

(g) When time is considered, it shall be taken from the instant the 
horse’s nose reaches the starting line twelve feet in front of the first obstacle 
until it reaches the final line twenty-four feet beyond last obstacle. Time 
shall be taken out and not counted during the period a knocked down 
jump is being replaced—that is from the moment the jump falls until 
some one in authority signals that the jump has been replaced. Any rider 
starting his mount toward the jump being replaced before the signal is 
given that it is reset shall be disqualified. 

(h) Touch-and-Out and Knock-Down-and-Out. In touch-and-out classes 
all faults enumerated in Rule 29-A, Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5, above, will 
eliminate. In knock-down-and-out classes all faults listed in Rule 29-A, 
Sections 3, 4 and 5, above, will eliminate. 

Section 2 

When elimination trials are held the resulting scores for each compet¬ 
ing horse shall be added to his final score to determine the winner.
